HIS    EMINENCE   HONORED 

More  than  eighty  Bishops  will  attend  a  celebration  in 
honor  of  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  His  Eminence  Wil- 
liam Cardinal  O'Connell,  '81,  Dean  of  the  American 
Hierarchy,  to  be  held  at  The  Catholic  University  of 
America,  Washington,  D.  C,  on  November  14th. 

The  celebration  will  be  held  in  connection  with  a 
solemn  University  Convocation  at  which  the  honorary 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  will  be  conferred  upon  His 
Eminence.  Preparations  for  this  celebration,  which  will 
witness  one  of  the  greatest  ecclesiastical  assemblies  ever 
held  in  Washington,  have  been  under  the  direction  of  a 
committee  appointed  last  spring  by  the  American  Hier- 
archy. A  faculty  committee  of  the  Catholic  University, 
headed  by  the  Most  Rev.  James  H.  Ryan,  has  been  pre- 
paring plans  for  the  observance. 

A  luncheon  for  the  visiting  prelates  will  l)e  held  in 
Caldwell  Hall  on  the  University  campus  on  November 
14th  at  which  the  Bishops  will  be  guests  of  the  Univer- 
sity. At  the  conclusion,  a  golden  chalice,  selected  by  a 
committee  of  the  Bishops,  will  be  presented  to  His  Emi- 
nence as  a  testimonial  of  affection  and  gratitude  for  the 
leadership  he  has  given  the  American  Hierarchy.  The 
Most  Reverend  Michael  J.  Curley,  D.D.,  Chancellor  of 
The  Catholic  University  and  Archbishop  of  Baltimore, 
will  preside  at  the  luncheon. 

That  evening  at  nine  o'clock  the  Rector,  Trustees, 
faculty,  students,  a  distinguished  group  of  governmental 
and  diplomatic  officials  of  Washington,  together  with  the 
bishops,  priests  and  laity  will  assemble  at  the  University 
gymnasium  for  the  academic  assembly  and  the  convoca- 
tion honoring  His  Eminence.  At  this  convocation,  the 
Most  Rev.  James  H.  Ryan,  Bishop  of  Modra  and  Rector 
of  the  University,  will  preside  and  confer  upon  His  Emi- 
nence the  degree,  Doctor  of  Laws.  The  program  will  be 
broadcast  over  both  the  Columbia  and  National  broad- 
casting systems. 

After  the  convocation  a  reception  in  honor  of  Cardinal 
O'Connell  will  be  held  in  the  Mullen  Library  of  The 
Catholic  University.

Catholic  Action

"Let  us  make  it  and  keep  it  'God's  country.'  "  So 
spoke  the  President  of  our  country  this  summer  over 
the  radio  to  the  people  of  the  nation.  A  fellow  alumnus. 
who  has  been  in  the  advertising  business  for  years,  stated 
that  this  should  have  been  headlined  throughout  the 
country  by  the  press.  It  was  not.  however,  and  that  it 
was  not.  depended  for  the  most  part  on  the  fact  that  the 
press  is.  in  too  many  instances,  in  non-Christian.  non- 
Catholic  hands. 

We  all  see  the  problems  of  life  from  the  perspective 
of  our  various  professions.  Looked  at  through  the  eyes 
of  a  Catholic  gynecologist  and  obstetrician,  there  are 
among  others  three  problems  of  immense  import.  They 
are.  and  they  are  not  independent  of  each  other,  ( 1 )  the 
sterilization  of  criminals  and  of  mental  defectives:  (2) 
the  birth  control  movement ;  (3)  the  growing  aggrandize- 
ment of  the  government.  These  subjects  are  fascinating 
in  themselves,  and  present  many  facets,  but  what  we 
wish  to  point  out  here  is  that  they  offer  a  fertile  field 
for  Catholic  Action. 

There  are  undoubtedly  many  ways  of  championing  the 
aims  of  the  Church,  and  we  do  not  pretend  with  our  in- 
adequate viewpoint  to  be  able  to  envisage  them  all.  But 
we  can  point  out  three  fields  that  are  fallow. 

Let  us  take  up  first  the  subject  of  the  sterilization  of 
criminals  and  of  the  mentally  deficient.  At  first  glance 
this  may  seem  to  many  to  be  a  subject  fitted  for  a  clinic 
rather  than  for  an  alumni  bulletin.  Not  so.  First  of 
all.  the  movement,  and  this  word  is  used  advisedly,  is 
absolutely  opposed  to  the  tenets  of  the  Catholic  Church. 
R.  de  Guchteneere  in  his  book.  -Judgment  on  Birth  Con- 
trol," says  that  the  Fourth  Council  of  Malines  in  1920 
declared.  "It  is  never  permissible  to  render  a  man  or 
woman  unfit  for  fertile  marriage,  as  is  done  quite  ille- 
gitimately in  certain  countries  on  the  pretext  of  human 
selection.''  Pope  Pius  XI  has  reiterated  this  in  an  en- 
cyclical. So  much  for  the  attitude  of  the  Church.  The 
second  point  to  be  demonstrated  is  the  extent  to  which 
the  movement  has  progressed  in  this  country. 

In  the  June  number  of  the  American  Journal  of 
Obstetrics  and  Gynecology  there  is  an  article  by  Doctor 
Ludwig  A.  Emge  of  the  Stanford  School  of  Medicine. 
A  few  quotations  from  this  paper  will  demonstrate  con- 
vincingly the  attitude  of  non-Catholic  minds,  and  the 
pertinacity  of  the  sponsors  of  this  movement.  "Justice 
Holmes  voiced  the  opinion  that  sterilization  by  vasec- 
tomy or  salpingectomy  is  not  cruel  because  it  entails  no 
serious  pain  nor  substantial  danger  to  life  nor  detriment 
to  general  health.  .  .  .  The  principle  that  sustains 
compulsory  vaccination  is  broad  enough  to  cover  cutting 
the  fallopian  tubes'  the  I'nited  States  Supreme  Court 
ruled  with  Justice  Holmes."  In  California,  "Over  8,500 
inmates  of  her  various  institutions  housing  cacogenic  in- 
dividuals have  been  sterilized  without  any  challenge." 
Again,     fn  the  humble  opinion  of  the  writer,  who  is  not 
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a  lawyer,  the  present 
California  statute  le- 
galizing sterilization 
is  obsolete  and  in- 
capable of  standing 
the  test  of  litigation. 
It  is  therefore  hoped 
that  it  may  be  re- 
placed by  a  new 
measure  which  pro- 
vides a  State  Board 
of  Eugenics  composed 
of  the  respective  Di- 
rectors of  the  State 
Department  of  Insti- 
tutions, of  Public 
Health,  and  of  Social 
Welfare.  This  board 
shall  be  empowered 
to  pass  on  any  appli- 
cation for  steriliza- 
tion and  on  the  rec- 
ommendation for  such  operation  made  by  the  managing 
officer  of  any  State  home,  hospital,  institution,  or  colony 
for  the  care  of  the  mentally  defective  if  it  would  be  likely 
that  a  patient,  if  released  without  sterilization,  might 
procreate  a  child  'who  would  have  a  tendency  to  serious 
mental  or  nervous  disease'  .  .  .  There  is  also  ample 
provision  made  to  satisfy  the  'due  process  of  law' 
clause  by  introducing  proper  means  and  time  for  notifica- 
tion of  all  parties  concerned  and  for  proper  legal  repre- 
sentation of  the  defendant.  Proper  procedure  for  appeal 
has  been  introduced,  the  superior  court  of  the  respective 
county  to  act  as  an  appellate  court  with  a  further  pro- 
vision for  appeal  to  the  higher  courts  of  the  state.  The 
proceedings  before  the  superior  court  are  to  constitute  a 
trial  'de  novo'  and  shall  be  heard  before  a  jury  if  so  de- 
sired by  the  litigants."  It  would  seem  then  that  men 
like  Doctor  Emge  are  convinced  that  sterilization  is  moral 
and  desirable.  They  are  interested  only  in  seeing  that 
the  laws  will  be  in  accord  with  the  Bill  of  Rights. 

The  movement  then  is  here.  The  church  is  opposed  to 
it.  What  are  we  laymen  going  to  do?  Shall  we  stand 
by  fatuously  and  idly,  while  organized  non-Catholic  and 
anti-Catholic  minorities  railroad  bills  through?  Besides 
being  prohibited  by  the  Church,  these  laws  are  capable  of 
being  tremendously  abused.  The  position  of  the  Jew  in 
Germany  should  be  a  warning  of  the  danger  of  allowing 
these  laws  to  exist.  Does  anyone  imagine  that  a  board 
of  Xazi  sociologists,  psychiatrists  and  judges,  passing 
upon  the  mental  soundness  or  deficiency  of  an  individual 
would  be  impartial  in  the  case  of  a  Jew?  In  this  coun- 
try those  interested  in  the  passage  of  the  bill  have 
reached  the  point  where  they  are  concerned,  not  with  the 
possible  defeat  of  their  bills,  but  only  with  the  possible 
failure  of  the  bills  to  agree  with  the  Bill  of  Rights. 
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All  that  is  necessary  now  in  order  that  these  laws 
shall  not  contravene  the  Bill  of  Rights  is,  that  they  pro- 
vide that  cases,  where  sterilization  is  thought  indicated, 
shall  come  before  a  medical  and  administrative  board, 
where  the  parents  or  guardians  may  be  heard,  and  have 
the  right  of  appeal  to  the  civil  courts.  If  the  civil  courts 
decide  against  the  Catholic  parent  or  guardian  where 
then  is  the  recourse  ? 

The  second  subject  is  the  birth  control  movement.  It 
has  been  stated  that  one  aspect  of  the  large  city  phase 
of  every  civilization  is  the  control  of  the  birth  rate.  Be 
that  as  it  may,  in  our  day  birth  control  is  here,  and  grow- 
ing stronger  every  day.  Joseph  Reiner,  S.J.,  in  his  in- 
troduction to  "The  Rhythm,"  by  Leo  J.  Latz,  M.D.,  says, 
"Someone  has  remarked  that  the  Church  is  in  danger  of 
disruption  because  of  the  heresy  of  contraception.  No 
other  heresy  was  more  generally,  more  cleverly,  more  ef- 
fectively propagated  by  men  and  women  in  authority 
than  contraception; — it  has  the  support  of  scientists, 
sociologists,  and  even  of  large  religious  bodies.  The  ad- 
vances it  has  made  within  a  decade  are  terrifying."  No 
priest  or  Catholic  doctor  will  deny  the  truth  of  these 
assertions.  It  is  a  subject  then  of  extraordinary  im- 
portance. 

This  bulletin  is  not  a  place  for  a  polemical  discussion 
of  these  matters.  Those  interested  in  the  history  of  both 
birth  control  and  sterilization,  and  their  various  aspects 
will  find  that  "Eugenics,  Aims  and  Methods,"  by  Rev- 
erend Father  Davis,  S.J.,  published  by  Burns,  Oates  and 
Washbourne,  1930,  and  R.  de  Guchteneere's  "Judgment 
on  Birth  Control"  (MacMillan  Co.  1931)  cover  the  sub- 
jects satisfactorily. 

Now  the  third  problem  is  the  increase  of  federal  pow- 
ers, and  this  links  up  with  the  other  two.  The  State 
everywhere  seems  to  be  reaching  out  and  gathering  to 
itself  more  power  and  more  privileges.  The  conditions 
in  Russia  are,  of  course,  impossible  for  Christianity. 
The  position  of  the  Church  in  Germany  is  very  uncertain, 
and  in  Italy  depends  entirely,  at  present,  on  an  indi- 
vidual who,  while  professing  Catholicity,  has  a  past  his- 
tory that  gives  one  an  uneasy  feeling.  Minorities  rule, 
and  they  are  not  Catholic  minorities.  In  this  country,  if 
the  policy  of  drafting  trained  minds  to  assist  in  framing 
and  executing  legislation  continues,  we  Catholics  should 
see  to  it  that  we  contribute  heavily  to  these  ranks.  We 
have  been  told  often  that  once  our  central  government 
has  acquired  a  new  power  it  rarely  relinquishes  it.  Let 
us  see  that  more  Catholics  are  found  in  the  ranks  of  the 
"trained  minds"  and  representing  "brain  trusts." 

In  medicine  we  need  more  Catholic  college  graduates 
in  the  special  fields.  As  a  rule,  medical  leadership  comes 
from  the  specialist.  Why  have  we  not  more  psychia- 
trists who  are  Catholic  college  graduates?  It  is  these 
men  who  have  a  great  deal  to  say  about  who  will,  and 
who  will  not  be  sterilized  in  those  states  where  this  law 
has  been  passed.  Does  a  non-Catholic  psychiatrist  exert 
an  anti-Catholic  influence?     I  believe  he  does.    A  recent 


book  with  a  wide  circulation,  "The  Human  Mind,"  by 
Karl  Menninger,  M.D.,  has  statements  like  the  follow- 
ing, "Once  men  were  concerned  about  their  souls.  In 
time  the  priests  yielded  to  the  medicine  men  and  science 
turned  their  attention  from  their  souls  to  their  bodies. 
...  A  little  later  the  devil  became  original  sin.  . 
Their  solution  is  religious  salvation."  It  is  quite  evident 
that  Dr.  Menninger  does  not  feel  that  religion  is  a  solu- 
tion. A  much  publicized  physiologist,  Howard  W.  Hag- 
gard, a  writer  of  "popular"  histories  of  medicine,  because 
of  his,  probably  unconscious,  anti-Catholic  bias,  has  ex- 
erted a  subtle  influence  on  many  people.  His  books; 
have  been  widely  read  and  he  has  reached  the  masses  of  i 
the  people  even  by  the  radio.  He  portrays  a  false  pic- 
ture of  the  influence  of  the  Catholic  Church  on  science- 
and  medicine.  Lewis  Mumford,  in  his  scholarly  "Tech- 
nics and  Civilizations,"  says,  speaking  of  contraceptive 
methods,  "But  the  technical  means  of  this  change  arc 
now  for  the  first  time  at  hand.  So  strongly  do  personal 
and  social  interests  coincide  here  that  it  is  doubtful  if 
the  tabus  of  religion  can  withstand  them.  The  very  at- 
tempts that  Catholic  physicians  have  made  to  discover 
'safe'  periods  when  conception  is  unlikely  is  an  earnest 
of  the  demand  to  find  a  measure  which  will  escape  the 
Church's  somewhat  capricious  ban  on  artificial  methods." 
The  use  of  the  word  "capricious"  in  characterizing  the 
stand  of  the  Church  gives  one  an  insight  into  the  in- 
ability of  an  excellent  intellect  to  evaluate  the  aims  or 
ideals  of  Catholicity.  That  the  Church  is  inclined  to> 
vary  suddenly  and  unreasoningly  is  indeed  a  novel  criti- 
cism. These  men,  and  many  others  like  them,  are  excel- 
lent in  their  special  fields,  but  the  point  to  make  is  that 
their  attitude  is  a  non-Catholic  one.  It  is  our  duty,  as> 
graduates  of  a  Catholic  college,  to  see  that  we  furnish  i 
the  Catholic  trained  mind.  We  need  more  Catholics  in  gov- 
ernment, in  social  service  work,  in  the  special  fields  of 
medicine,  in  college  teaching,  as  jurists,  and  in  general,. 
wherever  the  State  is  apt  to  have  to  call  for  trained 
talent  and  where  the  masses  of  the  people  will  feel  their 
influence.  We  all  know  and  admire  some  Catholic  grad- 
uates of  non-Catholic  colleges,  but  Catholic  men  trained 
in  non-Catholic  colleges  will,  as  a  whole,  be  inadequat

bers of  the  alumni  of  Boston  College.  An  article  by 
Francis  X.  Fitzgibbon  in  "The  Commonweal"  (July  20, 
1934)  entitled  "Alumni — Society  or  Class?"  is  well 
worth  reading  and  will  suggest  modes  of  action  to  the 
true  sons  of  the  college. 

Let  us,  as  a  unified  alumni  body,  make  this  and  keep 
this  "God's  country."

Philomatheia  Club

This  club  year  of  1934-1935.  the  Philomatheia  Club, 
celebrates  its  twentieth  anniversary,  for  it  was  twenty 
years  ago  next  March  that  a  group  of  sixteen  represent- 
ative Catholic  women  were  invited  by  the  Athletic  Board 
of  Boston  College  to  meet  at  the  Boston  Art  Club.  Mr. 
Charles  D.  Maginnis  was  the  genial,  generous  host. 

The  Athletic  Board  consisted  of  four  laymen:  Mr. 
James  Carney.  Chairman;  Dr.  Timothy  Murphy,  Mr. 
Hugh  C.  McGrath.  Mr.  Edward  Brandon,  now  deceased: 
Mr.  John  Brett,  President,  represented  the  Alumni ;  Mr. 
George  McFadden.  S.J.,  represented  Boston  College. 

For  six  years  before  this  meeting,  Mr.  Carney  had  fos- 
tered a  dream  which  seemed  about  to  be  realized  on  that 
spring  day  in  1915.  and  before  adjournment,  these  six- 
teen ladies  pledged  their  moral  and  financial  support  to 
the  ideals  and  program  as  outlined  by  the  Athletic  Board. 
It  was  decided  to  disband,  but  not  in  spirit,  until  the 
early  fall  of  1916,  when  a  larger  group  of  ladies  and  the 
Athletic  Board  had  the  pleasure  and  honor  of  meeting 
with  the  Reverend  Rector  of  the  College.  Very  Rev. 
Charles  W.  Lyons.  S.J.,  in  the  Tower,  or  Administration 
Building,  University  Heights.  It  had  been  the  hope  of 
the  Board,  since  the  first  meeting  at  the  Art  Club,  to 
center  all  interests  at  Boston  College. 

Mr.  Carney  stated  that  the  reason  for  the  formation 
of  the  Club  was  to  promote  and  foster  the  scholastic, 
athletic  and  social  interests  of  Boston  College. 
The  following  ladies  were  chosen  as  the  first  officers: 
President,  Mrs.  Edwin  A.  Shuman.  Vice-President, 
Mrs.  Martha  Moore  Avery;  Treasurer,  Mrs.  John  P. 
Feeney:  Recording  Secretary,  Miss  Louise  Hannon : 
Financial  Secretary,  Mrs.  John  P.  Reed. 

It  was  Miss  Hannon  who  suggested  the  name  "Philo- 
matheia." which,  after  debate,  was  adopted.  The  word 
means  "Friends  of  learning." 

True  to  the  pledge 
to  give  financial  as- 
sistance, it  was  de- 
cided, by  popular 
vote,  to  hold  a  ball, 
Fashioned,  as  near  as 
possible,  after  the  old 
Boston  College  Ball. 
With  Mrs.  Shuman 
as  leader,  supported 
by  committees  of  en- 
thusiastic women,  the 
first  Philomatheia 
Club  Ball  was  held 
February  2.  1916,  and 
it  was  a  brilliant  suc-

as  a  gift,  to  be  used 
as  they  wished. 

This  is  the  history 
of  the  formation  of 
the  Philomatheia 
Club. 

For  twenty  years 
it  has  lived  up  to  the 
ideals  for  which  it 
was  organized,  and  it 
has  made  one  contin- 
ual and  successful  ef- 
fort to  respond  to  all 
suggestions  of  the 
Spiritual  Directors  to 
assist  Boston  College. 
To  Mrs.  Shuman,  the 
first  President,  with 
her  enthusiasm  and 
faith  in  Catholic  edu- 
cation, the  Club  is 
indebted  for  the  safe 
launching  and  successful  guidance  during  the  first  two 
difficult  years  of  organizing. 

In  1916  a  flag  and  pole  were  presented  to  Alumni 
Field,  and  two  scholarships  for  Boston  College  students 
at  Plattsburg,  X.  Y.,  were  given  by  the  Club.  For  the 
first  time  in  the  history  of  Boston  College  Athletics,  a 
large  delegation  of  ladies,  members  of  the  Club,  assisted 
at  the  dedication  of  Alumni  Field,  and  there  witnessed 
the  game  between  Holy  Cross  and  Boston  College. 

Mrs.  Augustus  P.  Tillson  was  the  second  President  and 
led  the  Club  in  its  war  relief  work,  for  which  it  received 
the  commendation  of  both  the  College  and  the  U.  S. 
Government. 

From  1919  until  the  present  time,  Mrs.  Vincent  P. 
Roberts  has  served  as  President.  In  1920  the  members 
played  a  very  important  part  in  the  College  Drive  for 
two  million  dollars,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Shuman, 
who  was  Chairman  of  the  Women's  Division,  and  the 
club  treasury  donated  the  first  one  thousand  dollars. 
That  year  a  Steinway  Grand  Piano,  valued  at  $800,  a 
new  Research  laboratory,  special  instruments  for  the 
physics  laboratory  and  ten  beautiful  Missals,  costing 
$375,  were  gifts  to  the  College.  In  June,  1921,  $600  was 
given  to  Father  Mullally,  S.J.,  for  Woodstock. 

Nov.  27,  1921,  the  Club  acted  as  hostess  and  served 
refreshments  at  the  opening  of  the  new  Weston  College. 
It  also  donated  the  altar  in  the  first  chapel,  with  crucifix, 
candlesticks,  etc.,  and  furnished  the  Reception  Room. 
Later,  May  20-1-2,  1927,  when  the  new  building  and 
chapel  were  erected,  the  Club  again  acted  as  guides  and 
served  tea  during  the  three  days.  For  five  years  the  $50 
in  gold  for  the  Oratorical  Contest  was  given  by  the  Club. 

On  February  21,  1922,  all  expenses  of  the  Athletic 
Banquet  were  paid,  at  the  Inter-Class  Track  Meet,  May 
1,  1922,  all  medals  were  from  the  Club,  and  June  22nd, 
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the  same  year,  the  Holy  Cross-Boston  College  Track 
Meet  was  financed  by  Philomatheia.  The  Club  gave  a 
gift  of  $2,500  to  the  Rector,  and  $285  to  the  new  Noviti- 
ate, at  Stockbridge,  May  24,  1923. 

The  beautiful  Norwegian  chalet  adjoining  Boston  Col- 
lege was  acquired  March  17,  1924  as  a  club  house,  and 
so  delighted  were  the  members  with  their  own  home,  that 
through  their  efforts  they  were  able  to  burn  the  mort- 
gage on  May  17,  1928,  and  this  fine  property,  with  over 
an  acre  of  land,  its  furnishings,  repairs  and  improve- 
ments, for  which  the  Club  paid  $47,000,  was  presented  to 
the  Rector.  Mrs.  Shuman  generously  donated  another 
grand  piano  to  the  clubhouse. 

There  are  two  four  thousand  dollar  Philomatheia  Club 
Scholarships,  and  in  addition  hundreds  of  needy  students 
have  received  assistance  by  yearly  tuitions.  In  1924 
Bishop  Cogarty,  S.J.,  was  given  $500  for  the  Missions, 
and  the  Province  $300. 

When  the  new  library  building  was  dedicated  June  13, 
1928  the  Club  again  played  hostess,  serving  refreshments, 
assisted  in  furnishing  the  Faculty  Room,  and  gave  a 
painting,  $175,  and  a  table,  $375. 

In  June,  1932,  when  the  College  purchased  Bellermine 
Villa,  Cohasset,  a  bridge  party  was  held,  netting  $1,200. 
It  has  donated  gold  charms  each  year  for  the  Musical 
Club.  For  five  years  from  1922-1927  the  Club  contrib- 
uted all  gold  medals  at  graduation,  cash  prizes  to  various 
student  organizations,  defrayed  expenses  of  visiting  de- 
bating teams,  assisted  financially  the  various  publications 
(an  average  of  $500  a  year  to  the  Sub  Turri),  a  large  sil- 
ver cup  for  football,  $100  for  flags  and  poles,  shares  in 
the  expense  of  conducting  Class  Day,  and  this  month  is 
sponsoring  the  publication  of  a  Boston  College  Song 
Book. 

For  the  last  two  years,  five  thousand  dollars  has  been 
given  to  the  Rector  on  each  Commencement  Day. 

In  addition  to  private  charities  known  only  to  the 
Spiritual  Director,  each  year  Christmas  baskets  are  given 
to  worthy  families. 

The  Spiritual  Directors  during  the  past  20  years  have 
been: 

Mr.  George  McFadden,  S.J. 
Rev.  Michael  Jessup,  S.J. 
Rev.  Gerald  C.  Treacy,  S.J. 
Rev.  Daniel  J.  Lynch,  S.J. 
Father  Lynch  has  held  the  office  of  Treasurer  and 
Spiritual  Director  since  1919-1920,  and  it  is  to  his  fore- 
sight and  good  business  ability  that  the  Club  owes  the 
acquisition  of  the  clubhouse,  and  its  continued  strong 
financial  position.     His  enthusiastic  interest  has  always 
been  an  inspiration  to  further  endeavor. 

In  October,  1931,  a  Junior  Philomatheia  Club  was 
organized,  and  besides  various  social  functions,  it  has 
done  much  charitable  work  among  the  poor,  especially 
each  Christmas,  when  over  400  poor  children  have  been 
brought  to  the  College  to  enjoy  a  Christmas  tree,  gifts 
and  refreshments. 

In  February,  1932,  "Dick  Whittington"  was  produced 
in  the  Boston  Opera  House  for  two  nights,  and  it  was 


hailed  as  one  of  the  finest  amateur  performances  ever 
presented. 

The  Presidents  of  Junior  have  been  Miss  Lucille 
O'Malley,  Miss  Patricia  Gavin,  and  Miss  Mary  Dowd. 

This,  in  brief,  is  the  history  of  the  Philomatheia  Club. 
The  Club  is  justly  proud  of  its  accomplishments,  but 
to  it  the  greatest  achievement  is  the  many  friends  it  has 
made  for  Boston  College  and  the  interest  it  has  created 
among  Catholic  mothers  in  the  work  of  the  good  Jesuits 
and  in  the  cause  of  higher  Catholic  education.

The  president  of  Boston  College.  Rev.  Louis  J.  Galla- 
gher, S.J..  was  host  recently  to  a  group  of  Italian  col- 
legians, headed  by  Dott.  Yito  Brandonino  of  Regio  Uni- 
versity. Bari.  The  students  wore  blue  sack  coats  with  a 
Fascist  emblem  and  the  name  of  the  university  each  rep- 
resented gilded  on  the  breast  pocket.  A  tribute  to  Bos- 
ton College  in  Latin  was  read  by  a  student  of  Cagliari 
University. 

The  visitors  were  escorted  through  the  college  build- 
ings by  a  group  of  Italian  speaking  students  of  liosimi 
College.  The  visitors  were  impressed,  particularly,  with 
the  individual  laboratories  in  the  Chemistry,  Physics  and 
Biology  rooms. 

.Most  of  the  students  had  received  their  degrees  in  the 
Lyceum  and  were  on  a  tour  of  America  to  study  the  cul- 
tural, educational  and  athletic  aspects  of  American 
college  life. 

The  visitors  were  representatives  of  the  Universities 
of  Rome.  Bari.  Palermo  and  Cagliari.  They  appeared 
to  enjoy  their  visit  to  the  Heights  and  will  return  to 
Italy  this  month. 

FULTON  DEBATING  SOCIETY 

Mr.  Leo  P.  O'Keefe,  S.J..  '29.  winner  of  the  Fulton 
Medal,  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Yincent  P.  Roberts,  president 
of  the  Philomatheia  Club,  has  been  appointed  senior 
quiz  master  in  psychology  and  also  appointed  moderator 
of  the  Fulton  Debating  Society.  No  outstanding  changes 
in  the  policy  of  the  Fulton  are  contemplated,  but  Mr. 
O'Keefe  does  intend  to  have  a  more  extensive  inter- 
collegiate schedule  than  in  the  past  few  years.  He  an- 
ticipates a  more  active  interest  on  the  part  of  the  alumni 
in  the  intercollegiate  debates  arranged . 

LIBRARY  CIRCULATION   INCREASES 

In  the  past  few  years  the  Boston  College  Library, 
under  the  direction  of  Rev.  William  M.  Stinson,  S.J.. 
Librarian,  has  expanded  at  a  steady  pace.  The  number 
of  volumes  in  the  library  continues  to  show  a  healthy 
increase  since  1928,  the  year  that  the  library  moved  into 
its  beautiful  new  building. 

An  interesting  phase  of  the  library's  circulation  is  the 
fact  that  nearly  twice  as  many  books  were  taken  out 
last  year  as  were  in  circulation  the  previous  year.  Due 
to  this  increase  in  activity,  plans  have  been  made  by  the 
library  staff  to  handle  an  even  greater  number  of  patrons 
this  coming  year. 

In  order  to  stimulate  interest  by  the  present  Freshman 
Class  in  the  library  and  its  treasures.  Mr".  O'Loughlin. 
assistant  librarian,  arranged  a  most  interesting  exhibit  of 
the  library's  possessions  for  the  benefit  of  the  incoming 
>tudents.  The  exhibit  was  well  patronized  and  thor- 
oughly enjoyed. 


PHYSICS  DEPARTMENT 

Boston  College  awarded  its  first  degrees  of  B.S.  in 
Physics  to  four  members  of  the  Class  of  1933.  Last 
June  nine  were  awarded  the  same  degrees.  Of  the  13 
degrees  awarded,  nine  holders  have  returned  to  Univer- 
sity Heights  to  study  for  the  Master  of  Science  degree  in 
Physics. 

The  pre-requisite  for  this  course  is  a  B.S.  degree,  which 
includes  four  years  of  physics  and  four  years  of  mathe- 
matics. In  the  M.S.  course  the  year  of  physics  consists 
of  three  lectures  and  two  laboratory  periods  in  "Elec- 
tronics" each  week  for  two  semesters  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  Gager,  and  two  lectures  and  one  seminar  in 
"Theoretical  Physics"  each  week  for  two  semesters  under 
the  supervision  of  Rev.  John  A.  Tobin,  S.J.  In  the  sec- 
ond semester  there  are  two  lectures  and  two  laboratory 
periods  a  week  in  "Advanced  Optics"  directed  by  Mr. 
Gager.  The  year  of  mathematics  includes  three  lectures 
and  two  seminars  in  "Advanced  Vector  Analysis"  each 
week  for  two  semesters  directed  by  Mr.  Marcou.  In  ad- 
dition to  these  thirty  credits  candidates  must  pass  a 
reading  examination  in  either  French  or  in  German,  and 
must  submit  a  written  thesis  on  the  solution  or  attempted 
solution  of  their  research  problems.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  they  must  pass  a  comprehensive  oral  examination 
covering  the  entire  matter  of  their  courses. 


The  West  Laboratory  on  the  second  floor  of  the 
Science  Building  has  new  equipment  for  thorough  re- 
search work  in  Electronics.  The  necessary  thermal 
voltmeters  and  millimeters,  rheostats,  standards  of  mu- 
tual inductance  and  capacity,  impedance  and  radio  fre- 
quency bridges  and  oscillators  have  been  added  to  the 
electrical  equipment. 

The  motor  generator  sets  and  batteries  of  cells  supply 
the  necessary  D.C.  voltages,  and  transformers  furnish 
the  necessary  A.C.  voltages.  There  is  special  equipment 
also  for  research  in  the  ultra-short  waves.  The  research 
work  is  facilitated  by  a  very  complete  machine  shop. 
In  addition  to  the  facilities  offered  by  the  many  splendid 
volumes  in  the  main  library,  the  department  maintains 
its  own  library  of  books  related  to  the  research  problems 
in  Modern  Physics. 

STUDENT  COUNCIL 

John  E.  Joyce,  '35,  of  Dorchester,  was  elected  recently 
as  president  of  the  Student  Council.  Mr.  Joyce  has  been 
one  of  the  mainstays  of  Coach  Jack  Ryder's  track  teams 
for  the  past  three  years.  He  is  a  sprinter  and  recently 
was  elected  to  captain  the  track  team  for  the  coming 
season.  Mr.  Joyce  prepared  for  college  at  Boston  Eng- 
lish High  School  where  he  was  a  consistent  point  winner 
in  high  school  competition. 
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CHEMISTRY    APPOINTMENTS 

Changes  have  been  effected  in  the  faculty  of  the 
Chemistry  Department.  Mr.  Harold  H.  Fagan,  '19,  for- 
mer instructor  in  the  courses  of  Qualitative  and  Quanti- 
tative Analysis,  is  now  in  charge  of  General  Chemistry, 
as  well  as  an  instructor  in  Stoichiometry.  Mr.  Bernard 
Fieckers,  S.J.,  has  been  appointed  instructor  in  Quali- 
tative and  Quantitative  Analysis,  while  Dr.  Guerin,  for- 
merly in  charge  of  General  Chemistry,  now  is  lecturing 
in  the  Graduate  School. 


HEIGHTS  PROFESSOR  HONORED 

"Fish  on  Friday,"  the  recent  publication  of  Rev. 
Leonard  E.  Feeney,  S.J.,  has  been  selected  as  the  "Cath- 
olic Book  of  the  Month"  in  England  as  well  as  in  the 
United  States.  Father  Feeney,  professor  of  English  at 
the  Boston  College  Graduate  School,  is  the  author  of 
many  interesting  publications.  He  is  planning  to  have 
two  new  books  published  next  spring.  One  is  to  be  a 
collection  of  his  poems  and  the  other  a  collection  of 
sketches  similar  to  "Fish  on  Friday."  These  volumes 
are  to  be  in  the  hands  of  the  publishers,  MacMillan  & 
Company,  within  the  next  two  months.

1934  Football  on 
University  Heights 

At  the  beginning  of  the  1934  football  season  Boston 
College  followers  were  at  a  loss  as  exactly  what  to 
expect.  As  a  matter  of  fact.  I  myself  didn't  know  just 
where  we  stood.  I  knew,  as  did  everyone,  that  few- 
graduations  had  ever  taken  such  a  toll  of  varsity  mate- 
rial as  did  the  graduation  last  spring.  Only  ten  of  last 
season's  thirty-two  lettermen  were  returning  for  this  sea- 
son, and  that,  in  itself,  was  a  huge  problem.  Plenty  of 
good  freshman  material  was  coming  up,  but  they  had  yet 
to  taste  varsity  experience.  In  fact,  I  believe  the  en- 
tire squad  was  the  most  inexperienced  in  the  past  ten 
years  at  Boston  College. 

The  whole  machine  had  to  be  reassembled,  but  the 
outstanding  holes  were  at  center,  guards  and  ends.  Dimi 
Zaitz  and  Captain  Dave  Couhig  were  back  at  the  guard 
posts,  but  that  was  all.  However,  Al  Pszenny  came 
through  handsomely,  and  before  two  games  were  played 
he  and  Zaitz.  one  of  the  strongest  linemen  ever  to  come 
to  University  Heights,  were  battling  on  even  terms  for 
the  position.  And  as  it  now  stands,  this  trio  of  Couhig, 
Zaitz  and  Pszenny  are  three  of  the  best  guards  I've  ever 
coached.  In  particular  do  I  look  for  great  things  from 
Pszenny  in  future  years,  as  he  is  only  a  sophomore. 
Before  he  finishes  college  he  will  be  one  of  the  greatest 
linemen  ever  to  wear  the  Maroon  and  Gold.  Of  that  I 
am  certain.  Xeal  Owens.  Joe  Keaney.  Tom  Killian  and 
Bill  Duffy,  the  first  three  shifted  from  tackle,  are  helpful 
replacements. 

In  the  centre  of  the  line,  Paul  Donahue,  who  has 
played  more  positions  than  any  man  on  the  squad,  has 
come  through  as  I  had  hoped.  Paul  is  big  and  aggres- 
sive, and  has  helped  us  immeasurably  this  year.     But  he

has  a  crew  of  good  replacements  waiting  to  jump  in  there. 
Paul  Toomey  and  Yin  Keough  who  came  up  from  the 
frosh  of  last  year,  are  both  smart  centers,  and  I  look  for 
them  to  develop  fast.  Eddie  O'Brien  and  Fred  Moore 
are  a  couple  of  very  dependable  veteran  replacements. 
On  the  ends  of  the  line  we  faced  a  great  problem. 
Flavi  Tosi  and  Joe  Killilea  had  done  a  great  job  for  the 
past  three  years  there,  and  their  loss  was  a  big  one.  Ed 
Furbush  alone  was  returning.  Ed  is  one  of  my  depend- 
ables.  He  is  only  a  junior,  and  is  a  good  prospect.  Joe 
O'Brien,  shifted  in  the  emergency  from  tackle  to  end, 
should  make  the  grade  in  fine  fashion  before  the  season 
ends.  He  has  everything  necessary  to  be  a  smart,  strong- 
end.  Joe  Walsh,  sophomore,  undoubtedly  will  make  the 
grade,  but  as  yet  is  a  bit  weak  offensively.  Bob  Cash, 
another  sophomore,  should  be  one  of  our  greatest  ends, 
and  that  means  plenty,  inasmuch  as  Boston  College  ends 
have  been  famous  for  years.  Bob  is  big,  strong,  and  a 
good  pass  catcher.  Determination  and  perseverance  will 
make  him  a  potential  Ail-American.  Ed  Anderson,  Bill 
Ryan,  Bob  O'Hayre  and  George  Mahoney  are  all  push- 
ing the  first  stringers  for  their  posts. 

At  the  tackles,  in  contrast  to  last  season,  we  are  excep- 
tionally strong.  We  have  about  five  men  who  rate  almost 
on  a  par,  and  the  tackle  berths  have  been  open  all  sea- 
son, so  much  so  that  from  game  to  game  I  cannot  be 
sure  who  will  be  the  starting  tackles.  Henry  Ohrenber- 
ger  and  Ted  Galligan  are  veteran  lettermen  from  last 
year,  and  have  previously  proved  their  worth.  But  Oscoe 
Oilman  and  Andy  Dominick  have  come  up  from  fresh- 
man and  are  pushing  the  veterans  all  the  way.  And 
then  there's  Frank  Cowhig,  the  most  improved  player  on 
the  squad,  whose  determination  has  placed  him  right  up 
with  the  other  four.  All  these  boys  are  big,  experienced 
fighters,  and  leave  very  little  to  be  desired.  The  fact 
that  they  rate  almost  on  a  par  with  each  other  makes 
the  weekly  battle  for  a  starting  berth  at  tackle  a  coach's 
treat. 

At  quarterback  Paul  Flaherty  and  Ben  Moynahan  are 
at  present  battling  it  out  for  the  starting  assignment. 
Paul  has  everything  necessary  to  become  one  of  B.  C.'s 
greatest.  He  can  kick,  pass  and  run,  and  with  a  little 
more  field  generalship  experience  will  be  one  of  New 
England's  best  quarterbacks.  Moynahan  certainly  has 
come  into  his  own  this  year.  He  is  a  great  kicker  and 
undoubtedly  one  of  the  greatest  passers  in  the  country, 
and  the  determination  with  which  he  has  worked  this 
season  has  placed  him  at  the  signal  calling  berth  on  the 
first  team.  One  of  the  most  pleasing  surprises  of  the 
season  has  been  Moynahan's  superb  blocking. 

Then  there's  Billy  Fenlon,  who  will  develop  with  time. 
He  is  probably  our  best  field  general,  and  when  he  de- 
velops as  a  ball  carrier  will  push  the  other  two  for  the 
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Head  Coach  "Joe"  McKenney  and  assistants,  Bill  Ormsby,  end  coach,  and  "Dinny"  McNar 


backfield  coach. 


post.  Billy  McCarthy,  up  from  freshman,  was  slowed 
up  with  illness  this  season,  but  is  back  again. 

As  for  those  who  can  carry  the  mail,  the  leading  can- 
didates are  about  five,  and  all  rank  evenly.  Bob  Cur- 
ran's  great  running  this  season  has  made  him  high 
scorer,  and  he  well  deserves  the  honor.  He's  fighting 
every  inch  of  the  way,  as  was  evidenced  by  his  four  suc- 
cessive smashes  for  the  winning  touchdown  against  Vil- 
lanova.  His  brother  Joe  has  battled  his  way  up  to  the 
first  string  also,  and  together  the  boys  stand  out  as  the 
greatest  brother  team  I've  ever  seen.  Two  brothers  in 
the  first  string  backfield  is  unique  in  itself,  but  particu- 
larly so  when  they  can  come  through  as  consistently  as 
do  the  Currans. 

Pat  Avery  was  slowed  up  by  an  injury  received  in  the 
Western  Maryland  game,  but  he  has  recovered,  and  will 
push  somebody  in  that  starting  backfield.  Pat  has  every- 
thing necessary  to  be  a  star,  and  is  one  of  the  greatest 
backfield  prospects  ever  to  come  to  University  Heights. 
Tom  Brennan,  a  classmate  of  Pat's,  is  another  great 
prospect.  He  is  a  marvelous  kicker  and  passer,  and 
fights  tooth  and  nail  every  minute  of  the  game.  As  a 
matter  of  fact  he  played  the  entire  sixty  minutes  of 
the  Fordham  game.     Still  another  member  of  this  great 


junior  backfield  is  Eddie  Driscoll,  than  whom  there  are 
no  harder  runners.  Eddie  will  be  one  of  our  greatest 
running  backs  before  he  finishes. 

In  the  sophomore  class  is  Al  Tortollini,  who  was 
shifted  from  number  four  position  to  number  one,  and 
has  improved  continually  ever  since.  Especially  on  the 
defensive  has  Al  come  through.  However,  the  greatest 
prospect  of  all  seems  to  be  Attillio  Ferdenzi,  one  of  the 
shiftiest  runners  I've  ever  seen.  He's  only  a  sophomore, 
and  the  way  he's  coming  along  now  will  be  a  star  even 
before  the  close  of  this  season. 

Carl  Caroselli,  Conlon,  Gallant,  Dergay,  Gambino, 
Huxley's,  Pagluccia,  Maiocca,  Good,  and  Shannon  are  all 
backfield  replacements  who  will  help  the  team. 

So  there  we  are.  We  aimed  for  the  Fordham  game 
and  lost  it  by  the  narrowest  of  margins,  after  the  boys 
had  pushed  Crowley's  charges  all  over  Alumni  Field.  For 
a  while  after  that  we  wallowed  around  in  the  doldrums, 
but  not  once  did  they  cease  fighting.  And  now  we're 
back  on  the  victory  trail.  It  was  a  tough  climb,  but 
we're  back  again.  With  a  fair  share  of  luck,  taking  the 
recent  recovery  as  a  criterion,  we  should  stay  there.  The 
boys  won't  have  it  otherwise. 


Law  School 
Activities 


RECORD  ENROLLMENT 

The  Law  School  enrollment  this  year  numbers  287,  an 
increase  of  ten  per  cent  over  last  year  and  a  record  for 
the  school  since  its  inception  in  September.  1929.  The 
largest  class  is  the  first  year  in  the  evening  division  with 
80  students.  The  first  year  day  class  totals  48.  The 
evening  division,  which  numbers  175,  is  larger  than  the 
day  division  with  112  students.  This  is  partly  accounted 
for  by  the  larger  entering  class  and  by  the  fact  that  there 
are  four  classes  in  the  evening  schedule. 

Approximately  50  students  will  complete  the  course 
this  year  for  the  LL.B.  degree.  The  Boston  College  con- 
tingent is  the  largest  group  naturally,  and  an  increase  is 
noted  in  the  number  of  graduates  in  the  law  school 
from  Harvard,  Yale,  Tufts.  Holy  Cross,  Dartmouth.  Uni- 
versity of  New  Hampshire,  Providence  College,  George- 
town University,  Boston  University.  Amherst  and  the 
U.  S.  Naval  Academy.

FACULTY  CHANGES 

Leave  of  absence  has  been  granted  to  two  members  of 
the  faculty  who  have  been  appointed  to  Federal  posi- 
tions. Franklin  T.  Hammond,  Jr..  has  been  appointed 
chief  assistant  to  Judge  John  J.  Burns  on  the  legal  staff 
of  the  Securities  and  Exchange  Commission.  Mr.  Ham- 
mond received  the  degree  of  A.B.  at  Harvard  in  1922 
and  the  degree  of  LL.B.  in  1925.  He  is  a  member  of 
the  Boston  law  firm  of  Gaston,  Snow,  Saltonstall  and 
Hunt.  His  father  is  Judge  Franklin  T.  Hammond  of  the 
Massachusetts  Superior  Court  and  his  grandfather  was 
the  late  John  Wilkes  Hammond.  Justice  of  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  of  Massachusetts  from  1898  to  1914. 
During  Mr.  Hammond's  stay  in  the  Federal  service  his 
courses  in  Equity  will  be  carried  on  by  Professor  Joseph 
G.  Crane,  who  now  teaches  Bankruptcy.  Edmond  John 
Ford  of  Lawrence  has  been  named  Special  Assistant  At- 
torney General  and  assigned  to  the  Anti-Trust  Division 
of  the  Department  of  Justice.  He  has  been  a  member  of 
the  law  school  faculty  for  the  past  four  years,  specializ- 
ing in  the  subjects  of  Federal  and  State  Practice,  Trial 
of  Cases.  Jurisprudence  and  Evidence.  Tn  his  new  posi- 
tion Mr.  Ford  has  been  assigned  to  prepare  new  rules 
for  practice  in  the  Federal  Courts  and  to  prosecute  cases 
arising  under  the  Securities  Act.  the  NRA.  the  AAA  and 
the  Federal  Trade  Commission.  Mr.  Ford  is  a  resident 
of  Lawrence  and  has  practiced  law  there  and  in  Boston 
for  thirty  years,  with  offices  in  the  Bay  State  Building, 
Lawrence,  and  at  27  State  Street,  Boston.  He  is  a  gradu- 
ate of  Harvard  and  the  Harvard  Law  School  and  is  the 
author  of  many  law  treatises.  The  Massachusetts  Prac- 
tice Course  formerly  taught  by  him  will  be  given  this 
year  by  Professor  R.  Gaynor  Wellings,  who  as  a  member 
of  the  faculty  has  previously  given  courses  in  Property 
and  Torporations. 


The  appointment  of  one  new  member  of  the  faculty. 
Henry  M.  Leen,  has  been  announced  by  Very  Reverend 
Louis  J.  Gallagher,  S.J.,  President  of  Boston  College. 
Mr.  Leen  is  one  of  the  first  graduates  of  the  Law  School 
and  his  appointment  to  teach  the  course  in  Suretyship  is 
a  recognition  of  his  outstanding  ability  as  a  student  and 
a  member  of  the  bar.  Since  entering  practice  Mr.  Leen 
has  been  associated  with  the  late  William  Flaherty,  Esq.. 
and  he  has  tried  many  important  cases,  including  several 
argued  before  the  Supreme  Court. 

All  other  members  of  the  faculty  except  the  two  on 
leave  of  absence  have  resumed  their  usual  teaching  as- 
signments.

NEW  JUDGE  APPOINTED  FROM  FACULTY 

Boston  College  was  doubly  honored  in  the  appoint- 
ment by  Governor  Joseph  B.  Ely  of  Professor  Cornelius 
J.  Moynihan  as  Special  Justice  of  the  Central  District 
Court  of  Northern  Essex  in  Haverhill  on  September  26. 
1934 — first  because  Professor  Moynihan  is  a  member  of 
the  Class  of  1926,  and  second  because  for  the  past  three 
years  he  has  been  a  full-time  professor  at  the  Law 
School.  Judge  Moynihan's  appointment  was  unani- 
mously approved  by  the  Executive  Council  on  October 
3d,  and  the  oath  of  office  immediately  was  administered 
by  Governor  Ely,  who  then  introduced  him  to  the  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor and  members  of  the  Council.  The  new 
judge  presided  over  the  Haverhill  Court  for  the  first 
time  on  the  following  day,  his  commission  having  been 
read  by  the  Clerk  of  Court  and  his  induction  to  office 
having  been  made  by  Justice  Daniel  Cavan.  The  Haver- 
hill Bar  Association  was  represented  by  its  president  and 
in  the  evening  a  dinner  and  reception  was  tendered 
Judge  Moynihan  by  the  same  organization.  His  induc- 
tion into  office  came  as  a  present  on  his  twenty-ninth 
birthday.  Judge  Moynihan  is  a  graduate  of  Boston  Col- 
lege, Class  of  1926,  and  he  received  his  LL.B.  degree 
from  Harvard  Law  School  in  1929.  For  two  years  before 
his  appointment  as  professor  at  the  law  school,  Judge 
Moynihan  was  law  clerk  and  research  assistant  for  the 
Justices  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court.  He  will  preside 
at  sessions  of  the  Court  on  Thursdays  and  Saturdays 
each  week  and  thus  will  be  able  to  continue  his  profes- 
sorship at  the  law  school. 

HEADS  ETHICS  COMMITTEE 

Francis  J.  Carney  has  been  appointed  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Ethics  and  Grievances  of  the  American 
Bar  Association  by  President  Scott  M.  Loftin  of  Florida. 
Mr.  Carney  has  been  a  member  of  this  committee  for 
the  past  five  years  and  has  served  under  two  chairmen, 
the  first  being  Earle  W.  Evans  of  Kansas,  who,  following 
his  chairmanship,  was  elected  president  of  the  American 
Bar  Association,  and  the  second  being  Judge  Arthur  E.

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Sutherland  of  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  who  retains  his  place  as 
a  member  of  the  committee.  The  other  members  of  the 
committee  are  John  Hinkley,  Esq.,  of  Baltimore;  D.  J.  F. 
Strother  of  Welch,  W.  Va. ;  George  B.  Martin,  formerly 
U.  S.  Senator  from  Kentucky ;  Judge  Orie  L.  Phillips,  of 
the  tenth  U.  S.  Circuit  Court,  of  Denver,  and  George  B. 
Harris,  Esq.,  of  Cleveland.  This  committee  meets  at 
regular  intervals  throughout  the  year  and  considers  all 
cases  of  unethical  practice  and  interprets  the  code  of 
legal  ethics  of  the  American  Bar  Association  for  its 
thirty  thousand  members.  Mr.  Carney  is  a  graduate  of 
Boston  College,  Class  of  1898,  and  of  the  Harvard  Law 
School,  Class  of  1901.  He  has  been  actively  engaged  in 
the  practice  of  law  in  Massachusetts  for  the  past  thirty- 
three  years.  During  that  time  he  has  taken  a  number 
of  Boston  College  graduates  into  his  office.  His  present 
law  associates  are  John  A.  Canavan,  first  assistant  U.  S. 
attorney  for  Massachusetts;  Paul  E.  Troy,  Daniel  J. 
Lynch,  William  J.  Killion,  George  A.  McKim  and 
Thomas  W.  Lawless.  All  of  these  men  are  graduates  of 
Boston  College  and  the  last  two  are  graduates  of  the 
B.  C.  Law  School  as  well. 


LAW   SCHOOL   GRADUATE   TEACHING   LAW    IN 
CALIFORNIA 

Robert  E.  Hayes,  A.B.,  LL.B.,  1933,  of  Peabody,  is  the 
second  graduate  of  the  law  school  to  be  appointed  a  full- 
time  professor  of  law  in  California.  During  the  past 
summer  Mr.  Hayes  was  invited  to  accept  a  position  on 
the  faculty  of  the  law  school  of  the  University  of  Santa 
Clara,  and  he  left  Boston  on  August  1st  to  take  up  his 
new  duties.  The  dean  at  Santa  Clara  Law  School  is 
Edwin  J.  Owens,  formerly  of  the  faculty  of  the  Boston 
College  Law  School.  At  the  law  school  of  the  University 
of  San  Francisco  there  are  also  two  men  with  strong  B.  C. 
attachments.  The  dean  there  is  Lewis  W.  Cassidy,  who 
was  a  professor  of  law  at  the  college  in  1929-30,  and  a 
member  of  the  faculty  is  John  D.  O'Reilly,  Jr.,  a  grad- 
uate of  the  law  school  with  the  first  class  in  1932. 


YOUNGEST  JUDGE  FROM  B.  C.  LAW 

Charles  J.  Hurley,  age  25,  of  Ellsworth,  Maine,  holds 
the  double  distinction  of  being  the  youngest  man  ever 
appointed  to  the  bench  in  Maine  and  the  first  product  of 
the  Boston  College  Law  School  to  be  honored  with  a 
judgeship.  He  was  appointed  to  the  Municipal  Court  of 
Ellsworth  by  Governor  Louis  J.  Brann,  a  Democrat,  and 
the  appointment  was  approved  by  a  Republican  Council. 
Judge  Hurley  was  a  member  of  the  first  class  at  the  new 
law  school  of  Boston  College,  which  he  entered  in  1929. 
While  a  member  of  the  junior  class  he  successfully 
passed  the  state  bar  examination  in  1931  and  immedi- 
ately started  the  practice  of  law  in  his  home  city,  where 
his  father  for  thirty  years  had  established  a  reputation 
as  an  outstanding  lawyer.  His  father  died  just  before 
his  son  was  admitted  to  the  bar.  Judge  Hurley  is  a 
graduate  of  the  University  of  Maine,  Class  of  1929. 


BAR  EXAMINATION  RESULTS 

One  hundred  per  cent  is  the  record  of  success  attained 
by  graduates  of  the  B.  C.  Law  School  in  Maine,  New 
Hampshire,  Vermont  and  Connecticut.  One  student  in 
each  of  these  states  has  taken  the  local  bar  examination 
and  passed  it  successfully.  These  new  lawyers  are:  In 
Maine,  Charles  J.  Hurley  of  Ellsworth  (now  Judge 
Hurley) ;  in  New  Hampshire,  James  M.  Jackson  of 
Dover;  in  Vermont,  Bernard  J.  Leddy  of  Burlington, 
and  in  Connecticut,  Frederick  R.  Houde  of  Branford. 

Twenty-one  recent  graduates  of  the  Law  School  will 
be  sworn  in  as  attorneys  by  a  Justice  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Supreme  Judicial  Court  on  October  31,  1934.  This 
number  is  fifty  per  cent  of  the  B.  C.  candidates 
who  took  the  last  bar  examination  in  this  state  in  June.

I  am  sure  that  I  bespeak  the  sincere  sentiments  of  my 
fellow  alumni  when  I  express  the  \\  ish  that  your  splen- 
did service  to  Boston  College  and  her  sons  may  continue 
and  develop  from  its  pioneering  days  to  the  full  maturity 
of  a  permanent  institution,  inextricably  interwoven  in  the 
life  of  Boston  College.  It  is  mere,  ordinary  conjecture 
but  I  feel  that  your  initial  efforts  musl  needs  have  been 
attended  with  financial  obstacles  as  well  as  the  natural 
difficulties  which  confront  a  new  enterprise  so  that  I 
consider  it  highly  creditable  that  you  and  those  associ- 
ated with  you,  recognizing;  the  absence  of  contacts  be- 
tween Boston  College  and  her  alumni,  had  the  courage 
and  vision  to  apply  yourselves  to  the  problem  of  supply- 
ing such  a  deficiency. 

Since  my  undergraduate  days,  when,  during  the  month 
of  .May.  devotions  to  the  Blessed  Mother  of  God  were 
conducted  in  an  all  too  limited  area  on  the  second  floor 
of  the  Administration  Building.  I  have  envisioned  an 
outdoor  shrine  dedicated  to  the  Blessed  Mother  where 
Boston  College  men  might  gather  during  the  month  of 
Mas-  and  upon  other  appropriate  occasions  to  do  honor 
to  Our  Lady.  Notre  Dame  has  its  Grotto,  and  other 
Catholic  Colleges,  especially  throughout  the  West,  have 
their  shrines. 

In  order  to  establish  such  a  shrine  I  enclose  $25  as  a 
beginning  towards  a  fund  for  such  a  purpose.  I  would 
suggest  that  you  or  a  committee  appointed  by  the  presi- 
dent of  the  Alumni  Association  confer  with  Father  Galla- 
gher relative  to  his  sanction  of  the  proposal  and  his 
willingness  to  designate  a  proper  location  for  such  a 
shrine. 

It  would  be  fitting  if  the  entire  plan  could  be  con- 
summated previous  to  May  1,  1935  in  order  that  the 
student  body  may  have  the  opportunity  for  outdoor  May 
devotions  next  year.  Perhaps  a  general  Communion 
Breakfast  of  the  entire  alumni  body  could  be  arranged 
as  near  May  1st  as  convenient  and  have  the  dedication 
take  place  on  that  day.
